inches, including rainfall. The survey 
indicated that many groves were not 
receiving adequate moisture supplies. 
Measurement of water used and check¬ 
ing up with the soil auger immediately 
following irrigations are recommend¬ 
ed as invaluable aids for proper under¬ 
standing of orchard conditions. 

It was also brought out by the sur¬ 
vey that contrary to general belief, the 
older the orchards become the better 
producers they are. Where proper 
care has been given, the highest yield¬ 
ing orchards in the various citrus dis¬ 
tricts are also the oldest.

.More Water and Fertilizer Needed in 
Citrus Orchards—Investigate Re¬ 
ports of Results of Survey 


That citrus production can be in- 
1 creased by the use of more nitrogen 
and in the interior districts particu¬ 
larly through the use of more water 
is clearly pointed out by the results 
of the citrus survey reported by Prof. 
R. S. Vaile at the recent annual Citrus 
Institute. 

The results obtained from several 
hundred successful groves indicate 
chat a lack of nitrogen and lack of 
water are the two main factors in re¬ 
duced production, and that best results 
were obtained from the use of two and 
one-half to three pounds of nitrogen 
per tree, one-half at least derived from 
organic sources. 

The survey was conducted in the 
principal citrus growing districts of 
Southern California through coopera¬ 
tion with the Agricultural Extension 
service and the citrus growers of the 
various county Farm Bureaus. Em¬ 
phasis was placed upon the need for 
a better understanding on the part of 
the grower of the noisture conditions 
below ground if he is to get maximum 
results. 

The amount of water required an¬ 
nually varies from about 35 to 45

The big millstone around the raisin 
j company’s neck was a guaranteed 
minimum price to growers on delivery 
of the crop, a guaranty that doubtless 
seemed necessary in the beginning to 
| induce the farmers to sign contracts. j 
Few of them apparently realized the! 
absurdity of making themselves a 
guaranty for their own goods sold by 
their own marketing machine. 

Organized with a capitalization of 
$1,000,000 and with 25,000 tons of rai¬ 
sins a year to dispose of, the raisin 
company found itself ten years later; 
'with more than 200,000 tons to sell, a 
| corporation doing nearly a $40,000,0001 
annual business. Yet it had almost no 
i working capital; despite a decade of | 
prosperity, no cash reserve had been! 
set aside against a day of storms. 

The storm of failing prices broke j 
in 1922. Banks in the raisin country,' 
overloaded with raisin paper, refused 
further credit. Only two courses were 
open—let the industry smash or re¬ 
organize on a sound basis. 

The growers called in a man trained 
in finance to tell them what to do, just 
as nearly every other big corporation 
has done at some time in its history. 
He mapped out a plan of reorganiza¬ 
tion, and told the growers they must 
put the plan into operation before a 
specified date or he would apply for a 
receivership.

Frightful depredation was the In¬ 
evitable result; and legislation waa 
passed making It a crime, with all 
years’ Imprisonment as the penalty, If 
any one should refuse to take the pa¬ 
per assignats at their face value.

Robespierre’s End

convention and denounced Robes¬ 
pierre, reciting the heinous crimes he 
had committed, and so worked upon 
the feelings of the audience that 
Robespierre, the tyrant, became 
Robespierre, the convicted criminal. 
Two days later he wag led to the guil¬ 
lotine. France had learned her flnan 
clal lesson well—that money must 
have value back of It. 

The fallacy of unsound money Is 
sure to confront us again. Never is 
there enough of everything for all the 
people. The struggle for existence 1s 
a real struggle, and those who find 
themselves in the lower strata of hu¬ 
man society are ready at any time to 
grasp at flat money or any of the oth¬ 
er things which misguided politicians 
hold out to them. 

My whole purpose is to drive home 
the fact that danger lies ahead and to 
urge every one to let no opportunity 
go by to use voice and Influence to¬ 
ward keeping the wampum of these 
United States, as it is today, the 
soundest currency in the world.

would be the full extent of the issue.
